31,1984, when Lago president Mr.Antonio Cavallaro 
announced that Exxon would shut down the refine- 
ry on March 31,1985, the people of Aruba were seve 
rely shocked.The Government too expressed its sur 
prise about Exxon’s abrupt decision;then it was gene 
rally believed that the Government was not aware 
that the refinery would indeed be closed. Numberless 
discussions were held,trips were made overseas,ru- 
mor followed rumor that certain groups is interested 
However,day by day it appears that such rumors are 
based rather on wishuful thinking and speculations 
than on fact.We are told that a certain group is inte- 
rested in buying or continuing the operation of the 
refinery,but the name of the group is never mentio- 
ned.If a group in interested in the Lago refinery we 
don’t see how it would be harmful in any way to 
mention the name of the group involved. By merely 
mentioning that a group is interested and then wit- 
holding its name gives the matter a cloak-and-dagger 
effect and only serves to accellerate the existing fru- 
stration and anxiety of the people in these difficult 
times.Adding to that frustration and anxiety-this 
week two members of the opposition who recently 
went to Hollar " with the Status Aparte delegation 
returned Aruba ind told the press that the Minister 
for Antillean Aifairs,Mr.Jan de Koning,said in the 
Dutch upper chamber of parliament that the Aruba 
Government knew-for years that the Lago refinery 
would be shut down.Since the announcement was 
made in October the opposition in the Island Coun 
cil mentioned that the government was quite aware 
of the fact that Exxon would close the refinery.but 
the accusation was always emphatically denied by

WASHINGTON (UPI — 
U.S. civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson met today with the 
State Department’s ‘top anti- 
terrorist official and said he 
would rush to Lebanon and 
Syria if that would help free 
the U.S. hostages. 

Jackson, . who _ persuaded 
Syria President Hafez Assad 
to free captured U.S. airinan 
Robert Goodman in January 
1984, and who was __instru- 
mental in resolving other in- 
tetrnational flare-ups, met 
with the State Department’s 
Robert Oakley to discuss the 
40 hostages being held at Bei- 
rut, Lebanon. 

American Shiite leaders 
from Dearborn, Michigan, ac- 
companied Jackson at the 
meeting with Oakley, who is 
Director of the Department’s 
“Office of Counterterrorism.” 

Jackson ‘said’ he favors a 
“mutual release approach” in 
which the Americans—taken 
hostage in the June 14. high- 
jacking of a T.W.A. jet by 
Shiites—would be freed along 


with about 700 of the Shiite’ 


prisoners held in Israel. 

“The longer this matter 
gces.on, the more difficult it 
is because. people become 
locked into political positions,” 
warned Jackson. : 

“We are now locked into a 
cycle of terror and pain with 
the cement getting hard as to 
who will move first,” he 
said. 

Asked if he would go to 
Lebanon to seek to arrange 
freedom for the 40 Americans, 
Jackson said, “If going would 
make a difference, B: would 
g0.”

OTTAWA, Canada (UPI} — 
Air India, which: had request- 
ed additional security for its 
ill-fated flight 182, may have 
used inadequate methods to 
check baggage when the plane 
loaded passengers in Toronto 
and Montreal, Canadian gov- 
ernment officials said Monday. 


Officials also confirmed 
that equipment used to. check 
baggage for flight 182 in To- 
ronto broke down and_- the 
airline had to resort to hand- 
held scanners to check about 
25 percent of the luggage. 


“Air India officials asked 
that security be beefed up 
specifically for flight 182 and 
had received additional police 
security to be deployed at the
